e Description of project or scope of services to be provided:

The City was awarded a $525,000 H20 PA Grant to help fund the partial replacement of
sanitary sewer main along Broadway from the Fountain Hill boundary to East Third Street in
the City. The City’s Act 537 Plan identified insufficient capacity in this sanitary trunk line
and recommended upsizing it to handle normal and wet-weather flows. The original design
was completed by Rettew in 2014 but the project was shelved due to lack of funding. With
the grant and available monies in the sewer capital budget, we can move forward with
completing a portion of the project. Future phases will be done as additional grant money
becomes available. This new contract with Rettew will involve reviewing and updating the
design, coordination with Fountain Hill and other utilities, bidding, and construction
administration services.
